One of the m ost ch arm in g Indian 
legend« of the C u rren t River O zarks 
is th a t of the Big Blue Spring. 
This legend w as told to th»- w riter 
half a century ago by an old F ren ch ­ 
man, Bouvier, 
nearing 
the century 
m ark, who was living at Old Mines, 
in 
W a shington 
County, 
Mo. 
D ela­ 
w ares and Shawnee« moved into 
the 
C urrent River O zarks from the ( ape 
G irardeau district shortly a fte r 
the 
Louisinana Purchase, but 
this legend 
probably was handed down by some 
tribe an ted atin g th a t period, the Os­ 
age« likely, as they inhabited 
m any 
p a rts of the O zarks long before 
the 
com ing of the earliest F rench adven­ 
turers. 
The Blue S pring, one o f the 
m ost beautiful in the O zarks, is near 
C u rren t River, between Em inence and 
Van Buren. “ Sw ift W a te r" and “T u m ­ 
bling W a te rs ” are now known respec­ 
tively 
as 
C u rren t 
River and Jack s 
Fork. 
The legend follows: 


In the long ago th ere dwelled along 
the banks of Swift W ater, 
the peo­ 
ple of Oona-pa-qua. T heir village was 
ju st below the junción of Svvift W a­ 
ter and T um bling W aters, but they 
hunted for 
m any 
miles 
am ong the 
hills and valleys, and for years kept 
ou t of their country all hostile tribes. 
C hief O ona-pa-qua’s 
young d au g h ­ 
ter, M ina-qua-sa, was beloved of 
all 
the tribe and there were m any young 
w arrio rs who would have won her for 
a 
mat«*. 
But 
M ina-qua-sa 
had no 
th o u g h ts of m ating. 
She was happy 
in her life of freedom am ong the hills 
and valleys and on 
the shim m ering 
w aters of the strea m s that ran tw irl­ 
ing between the m ountains. 


The beasts of the forest were gentle 
to 
M ina-qua-sa; 
the birds cam e to 
her fearlessly and the fishes in 
the 
stre a m s sw am to the sides of her ca­ 
noe 
She loved them all ami they lov­ 
ed her. 
To O om a-qua-sa cam«* the 
young 
braves, asking th a t he give Mina-qua- 
sa to one of them for a m ate. When 
th e old chief learned the m aiden 
had 
no ch o k e am ong all the young w ar- 


riur 
he i.««ue*l a m andate th a t Mina- 
‘qua-sa should become the m ate of the 
w arrior who excelled in battle and in 
th<* hunt. 
When the trials and contests were 
ended th«- young w arrior W a-sa-ca-ja 
was declared victor by Chief Oona-pa- 
qua, who issued com m ands th a t 
a 
m arria g e feast should be prepared for 
for W a-sa-ca-ja and M ina-qua-sa. 
Th« ‘lav arrived for W a-sa-ca-ja to 
claim hi« bri«le 
and 
the people of 
Oona-pa-qua, assembled for the feast. 
But the maiden couhl not be found. 
She had fled into the m ountains, 
i 
Long they searched. 
At last they 
found her hidden in a sm all g ro tto 
[half way up a bluff a short distance 
from Swift W ator. 
Sh** wa# carried 
[before Chief O ona-pa-qua, her fath er, 
who com manded h er to p rep are 
for 
the muptial ceremony. 
in vain the dau g h ter 
pleaded with 
'h e r fa th e r to be perm itted to rem ain 


¡A maiden. 
The old chief was o bdurate 
-and when 
Mina-qua-sa 
refused to 
iobey his orders, he com m anded 
that 
• she be imprisoned in the g ro tto w here 
jshe had been found until she constent- 
!ed to become th** bride of Wa-sa-< a- 
ja. 
F rom the prison the maiden could 
not see the sky, nor the 
river 
she 
loved so well, though she 
could heal­ 
th«* m u rm u rin g of its w aters. 


“On, G reat M anitou.” she prayed, 
“ let me see once more the blue 
of 
the skies and the shim m ering of the 
w aters th a t sparkle in the su n lig h t.” 
In answ er to her p rayer, M anitou 
stru ck the foot of the m ountain and 
there cam e w ater that sparkled like 
cry stals and it was blue as the s u m ­ 
m er skies. 


And today those w aters 
come from 
beneath the mountain, sp ark lin g 
and 
shim m ering in the sunlight th a t filters 
through the trees grow ing at the sides 
o f the Big Blue Spring, and the wa*:er 
is blue 
azure blue. 
And on the side 
of the bluff above the sp rin g may be 
seen traces of the g ro tto w here Mina- 
|qua-sa <*nded her life in captivity, her 
¡only pleasure being the sig h t of the 


i sparkling w aters th a t had the color of 
th«* skiee she loved so well.
